room was crowded and the deepest 
interest possible was manifested in 
the proceedings. 
A t 9:10 o ’clock the jury came 
into the court room and County 
Attorney Steele at one proceeded 
with his opening 
statement, the 
substance being as follows :

them to participate, laboring under 
the belief that they had gained the 
consent of one or two to do so. 
A m o n g those who were to par­ 
ticipate was a man of experience

Hunter” 
train robber. 
The plans for the 
robbery were never fully matured, 
however, until last fall. 
Friday, November 25, 1898, was 
fixed as the original date for the 
robbery.

veyed to Supt. Hopkins that the

as its passengers and money, and 
to capture the robbers. 
He sent 
six armed men to Independence, 
wdiere they boarded the train that

Furlong took 
his seat in the cab of the engine, 
on the enginee.-’s side, while D e­ 
tective K a y occupied the fireman’s 
seat. 
Both the engineer and fire­ 
man remained in the cab, where 
they could not be seen.'
